EJ looks 
for 
budget 
cuts.

-EAST JORDAN — City 
employees may be affected 
by the need to make cuts in, 
the city’s budget, as eco-” 
nomic conditions become 
more challenging. 

Commissioners met on 
April 17 and agreed retire- 
ment will be offered to some 
employees before other 
methods are considered, 
such as a decrease in some 
employees’ hours. It was the 
general consensus if hours 
were cut, benefits would 
likely remain intact. 

Commissioners were in- 
formed that cuts other than 
personnel have already been 
enacted. 

The budget for the next 
fiscal year is difficult to fi- 
nalize because of the over- 
all economy, said city ad- 
ministrator David White. 

“We’re going on so many 
unknowns,” White said. 
“The crystal ball is pretty 
cloudy.” 

What is known is the 
2007-2008 proposed budget 
showed expenses at 
$2,073,309 and revenue at 
$1,861,934. The $211,375 
difference was made up 
from the general fund. But, 
that leaves the general fund 
at $24,764, and more cuts 
are required to bring the 


general fund up to 
$180,000.. 
Some of the major expen- 


| ditures in the 2007-2008 


budget are the financing of 
the police department at 
$534,134, followed by the 
department of public works 
at $304,648 and the commu- 
nity skate park department 
at $243,871. 
Major revenues include 
property taxes at 
$1,102,913, revenue from 
the state at $274,044 and 
bond sale proceeds at 
$176,000.

BOYNE CITY - 
LexaMar will temporarily 
reduce its workforce in 
Boyne City because of a 
change in a work order by 
Ford’s Michigan Truck 
Plant. LexaMar produces 
body side door panels for 
the Ford Expedition .and 
Navigator models. 

The number of employees 
affected has not yet been 
disclosed by LexaMar’s par- 
ent company, Magna Inter- 
national, Inc.’s Decoma 
unit. oe 

But the layoffs will be 
conducted by seniority and 
initially by volunteers, ac- 
cording to Scott MacKenzie 
of the Boyne Area Chamber 
of Commerce. It is hoped 
the layoff time period will 
not go beyond three months,

The layoffs come just six 
months after the company 
was granted a reduction in 

_ property taxes by the city.

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Ethics week should be celebrated year-long

In the public’s eyes, just 
about the only folks struggling 
with believability issues more 
than the Bush.administration. 
are journalists. — 

And journalists largely have 
themselves to thank for that. 

This week, newsrooms 
nationwide are observing Ethics 
in Journalism Week, and they 
have a sorry state of affairs to 
consider. 

Since the mid-1980s, 
Americans have been increas- 
ingly skeptical] of the informa- 
tion they receive from the news 
media, and no major news 
outlet has ‘escaped the trend, 
according to The Pew Research 
Center for the People and the 
Press. 

Last year, only 19 percent of 
people surveyed by the Project 
for Excellence in Journalism 
said they believed “all or most” 
of what they read in their daily 
newspaper, a drop of 10 points 
in eight years. Another 40 


percent believed only “a good 
deal” of what they read in the 
paper. 

The loss of public trust 
should come as no surprise. 
Journalists have been caught 


-, Inaking up stories Jayson Blair, 


formerly of The New York | 
Times, and others); rushing 
stories into the public domain 
(“Al Gore is our next president. 
No, make that George Bush. 
No, make that ...”); accepting 
payment from the government , 
in exchange for news coverage 
(three journalists formerly at El 
Nuevo Herald in Miami, and 
others); plagiarizing (too many 
culprits to name here); and 
juicing their stories with loaded 
language and sensational 
imagery (again, we don’t have 
enough space to start naming 
names). 

Business agendas ate also 
getting in the way of good 
journalism. What else would 
explain an ABC reporter’s 
“story” about a medical 
procedure that just happened to 
play a starring role in the 


vol 


episode of Grey’s Anatomy that - 
aired right before.the newscast? 
What happens to local news 
coverage when hundreds of _ 
reporting positions are cut to 
satisfy investors’ expectations, 
or, one corporation owns, 
hundreds of news outlets? 
Good journalism is at'the 
heart of our democracy. Like it 
or not, a‘free press —. warts and 
all — is what creates an 
informed citizenry that can hold 
business, government and the 
institutions that affect our lives 
accountable. This nation is great 
because it has a free — albeit 
noisy and messy — news media. 
The easy thing for a cynical 
public to do is watch passively 
as journalism reels from its self- 
inflicted wounds, or bash the 
news media until they deliver 
nothing of substance or value. 
The media most certainly 
need to win back the public 
trust they’ ve lost. That trust 
starts with a commitment to 
ethical news production, which 
is, above all, accurate, fair and 
independent of special interests. 


Many news organizations, 
including our parent company, - 
Journal-Register Company , 
publicize their ethics policies 
online. The Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists’ code is

standard of the industry and can 
be found’at spj.org. SPF" 
members routinely debate 
journalism ethics online and 
encourage the general public to 
join their conversations. 
Rather than tune out, readers, 
listeners and viewers should

decisions that undermine 
responsible journalism. Write 
letters, send e-mail, make 
phone ‘calls or blog. We’! all be 
better for it.

The ae was Team Sports — 
the single greatest high school — 
cirriculum addition in education 
history, in my view. Created by 
my favorite teacher on the planet 
~ Mr. Robert Darbee. 

It was basically a high school 
gym class, with students split 
into different teams. We'd play 
several different sports each day 
and keep standings. Best record 
at the end of the semmester, was 
the champion. 

This class got me through 
high school and despite being a 
writer, tramps english as my 


: most important class of life. Not 


only did it keep me in shape and 
gave me enough credits to 
gradute, since I took thé class 
three times. Thank you Bay City 
School District. 

Every kind of character was in 
this class, all sports fans, with 
different talents. The handful of 
us that led the class, distributed 
nicknames to either those we 
were very fond of, or those with 
names we kept forgetting. There 


was the kid with big hair - “Rod 


Stewart”; the kid that shot 
rainbow-arc basketball shots -. 
“Joey Dumars”; another with 
pointy ears that liked Star Wars 
too much - “Ewok”. , 

Jamie Baker, was one of the 
guys we were fond of, we 


always remembered his name. A 
hard-working guy, that didn’t 


say much during the game and 
the rhyme scheme made it 
perfect - Playmaker Baker. 

- My role was more scoring 
touchdowns and shooting 3- 
pointers and making sure our 
opponent was aware of each one 
of them. His role, was doing the 
grunt work - tough rebounds, 
setting picks, setting blocks and 
spiking at the volleyball net.

“Frustration”. This message is 
verbatim. , 

“What up brother? How is life 
in Michigan? Today was one of 
those days here. Between the 
corruption in the Iraqi higher-up 
chain of command, and our 
officers thinking we can win this 
war with paperwork, hugs and 
kisses. I dont know what is 
worse - we catch some bad guys, 
and the Iraqi generals release 
them for a large amount of cash. 
Then, with our officers, they 
want a 15-page report to doa 
mission on someone wanted for 
killing people or setting bombs. 
By the time they process the 
report, it is too late. This is a 
different type of war than the 
last time I was here. They need 
to pull out all troops and send in 
the Peace Corps, a bunch of 
lawyers and some creative 
writing professors to write these 
reports. Does not matter, I will 
be back in 7 months. I will get 
some pictures out soon bro, I 
know I keep saying that but I 
will. Take care brother and have 
fun at work. Jamie.” 

Another message he sent,

referred to his unit training the 
Iraqi Police. Now, he’s playing 
the role of teacher, rather than 
Mr. Darbee. 

“(Need) bug spray. I can 
handle getting shot at, but 
these little (deleted) are getting 
on my nerves, Always flying 
around my head and biting the 
hell out of me. So bug spray 
would be great. Spent the last 


.couple of days training the 


Iraqi Police and a couple of 
companies from the local Iraqi 
Army. The teaching portion is 
fun, they are motivated and 


always trying to show us that 
they can get the job done. We 
train them, then we take them 
out on missions with us, it is 
cool, because you get to see 
them in action. Plus, it is 
instant feedback on how weil 
you teach. Bad thing is, if you 
are a (deleted reference to , 
poor) teacher, then you can get 
them killed. I take a lot of time 
preparing and training myself 
and.my guys, before we go in 
front of them. Hope all is going 
good back there. Jamie.” 

My feelings on our current 


administration or ‘sslicy 
in Iraq? No comment. 
It’s not what this 
column is about. 

Jamie’s the first 
buddy to go to Iraq, 
I’ve ever had. When he _ 
sends messages about 
what he and fellow 
troops go through and 
the basics they need, 
rather than anger or 
frustration, it drives me 
to action now, because 
he’s my friend. 

In a previous 
message, he said he and 
other troops are in need 
of items, such as bug 
spray. Our soldiers, 
including my friend, 
need our help and 
communication to get 
through an event that affects all 
our lives. I’m sending him 
weekly packages with bug spray, 
candy, magazines and such. 
Many soldiers have no one to 
receive items from - unless we 
choose to do it.’ 

I’m sending him, and other 
troops, packages with these 
items. If you know someone 
over there, do the same. If you 
need someone to send to, contact 
your local recruiting office, or 
email the paper and you can 
send one to my friend and his 
unit. :
